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PROCEEDINGS OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


FEBRUARY 11, 1963 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 p. m. by Moderator, Paul A. 
Cataldo in the High School Auditorium. Warrant and return of Warrant 
was read by Town Clerk, George W. Dana. 


The Moderator appointed the following to act as Tellers and they 
were sworn to the faithful performance of their duties: Lewis J. Cataldo, 
Robert J. Rappa, Richard F. Costello, Russell Lodi. 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, by transfer from available funds, by tax levy, or by issue of 
bonds or notes of the Town pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws as most recently amended or supplemented, or by any 
other lawful method or methods, if by such bonds or notes, specifying the 
amount or amounts thereof and the time, in or within which the same 
shall be paid, said sum to be used in addition to and in conjunction with 
the sum of sixty-four thousand five hundred dollars ($64,500.00) that was 
raised and appropriated for the same purpose at the Special Town Meet- 
ing held on July 11, 1962, to construct, equip, and furnish a new building 
to be used as a Police Station and Police Headquarters, the same to con- 
stitute an addition to the Town Fire Station at the corner of West Central 
and East Streets, and designate the Department or Departments or Com- 
mittee of the Town that shall direct and control the work and expenditure 
of money contemplated by this vote, with full authority to enter into all 
agreements or contracts necessary or incidental to the performance of 
the work involved, or do or act anything relating thereto. (Police Station 
Building Committee. ) 


VOTED that this Article be indefinitely postponed.

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds a sum of money to purchase two new cars 
for the Police Department, plus trade-in-value of the present cars; said 
sum to be added to the one thousand forty-four dollars and forty cents 
($1,044.40) appropriated at the 1962 Annual Town Meeting for the pur- 
chase of a new car for the Police Department, or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Selectmen.) 
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UNANIMOUSLY VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of three thousand three hundred fifty dollars ($3,350.00) to purchase 
two new cars for the Police Department, plus trade-in-value of the 
present cars; said sum to be added to the one thousand forty-four dollars 
and forty cents ($1,044.40) appropriated at the 1962 Annual Town Meeting 
for the purchase of a new car for the Police Department.

REPORT OF FRANKLIN AUXILIARY POLICE 


December 27, 1963 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Franklin, Mass.: 


This completes 10 years of active service since the Unit was re-orga- 
nized. We feel they have been useful to the town and the men of the 
Unit. We have had several men go on the regular force and one to the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. 


Yearly we attend a Police School by Chief Arthur Pellegri and the 
regulars which gives us invaluable procedure in all phases of police work. 
This better equips us to serve. 


We have purchased 12 portable two-way radios, winter storm hats 
and vests to better the Unit. During duty on parades and Sundays the 
radios permit much better coverage. 


The Police Departments are the only ones in the town that have to 
pass the pistol handling and firing before being allowed to carry. This 
we feel should be necessary to everyone. This is done yearly by the men. 


There has been a training program for every man to do traffic, 
cruiser and foot duty of checking the business district during each year. 
He is required every third Sunday morning to do 4 hours duty. There is 
also Memorial Day, Field Days of Harborwood and the V. F. W. and 
Fireman’s Parade and Field Days where we help the regulars. 
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We have helped to organize several Units in the area and as far as 
Norton and Pembroke. For the first time men also helped at the Wey- 
mouth Naval Air Show and Medway’s 250th Anniversary, Policeman’s 
Ball and Police Chief’s Association. 


There is an increase of one man making 32. This gives us three 
Divisions of 10 men and the Chief and Deputy Chief. 


Our uniforms are 4 years old this year and as the men receive no pay 
we have been trying to replace their equipment for them. They have 
always bought their own shirts and accessories some of which they will 
still supply. Due to this we have asked for an increase in our appropria- 
tion. At 5000 hours this figures at 20 cents an hour. 


To each individual in the Unit, to Arthur Pellegri, Chief of Police and 
the men of the Department, the Board of Selectmen for their help and 
cooperation and the people of Franklin, our thanks.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1963 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year the Planning Board held twenty-nine (29) meet- 
ings and two (2) hearings. 


Several meetings called by the Franklin Redevelopment Authority 
were attended by members of the Planning Board. Two joint meetings 
with representatives from all the town boards and departments were held 
during the year. 


In conjunction with the Workable Program for Community Improve- 
ment, the Planning Board had prepared a Neighborhood Analysis. Such 
a program consisted of a study within the community of the nature, ex- 
tent and causes of blight on an area by area basis. It entailed the de- 
lineation of neighborhoods and the assembling of information on housing 
conditions, characteristics of families affected by poor housing, condi- 
tions in non-residential areas, adequacy of community facilities and the 
steps needed to eliminate present blight and prevent future blight. 


The Board also commenced work on updating the zoning map and 
printed copies of the amendments to the by-laws have been made avail- 
able. 


Hearings were held on two sudivisions, one pertained to Brushwood 
Estates and a revision of that subdivision. One additional unit resulted 
from the revision. A hearing was also held on a new subdivision present- 
ed by the Franklin Estates, Inc. This new subdivision located off of Pond 
Street has 18 units and will be connected with town sewerage.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Fire Department responded to 34 box alarms during the year 
1963. In addition, we had a total of 95 alarms for car and chimney fires, 
14 resuscitator calls made by local physicians, 7 rescue calls, 7 hospital 
beds moved and 64 tanks of water to homes where wells went dry. Mutual 
aid calls were made to Wrentham 4 times and to Bellingham once, by 
request. Our total runs for fires, forest fires, ambulance calls, etc., 
totaled 831 in comparison to 586 calls made in 1962. 


On December ist, the chief of the department was placed on a full 
time basis due to the increased demands being made on your fire 
department. 


During the year we have purchased two additional air paks and a 
new transmitter for the fire alarm system, this equipment being badly 
needed. The batteries in our trucks were replaced this year as they 
were over three years old and no longer dependable. 


Our most pressing problem remains that af man-power due to the 
difficulty of obtaining men for the call department and the fact that a 
great many of the men presently on the department now have to work 


out of town. 


In the budget, I have requested that four additional permanent men 
be appointed to alleviate some of the man-power problems. 


For the year 1964, I recommend the sum of $54,436.45.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit the following report for Franklin Civil 
Defense for the year 1963 as follows: 


1. Intelligence—Selectmen of Town of Franklin—CDD, Dept. CDD. 


2. Auxiliary Police Force Trained by local Police Chief and members 
of regular force to control panic, direct traffic and take part in 
rescue work. This unit of faithful and loyal me who perform 
thousands of hours of duty, I express my personal gratitude for 
such service by these men to the town. 


3. Board of Welfare—To take care of emergency lodgings, feeding, 
clothing, registrations, financial assistance, and evacuation. Many 
volunteers are needed to serve in this Emergency Welfare Ser- 
vice to increase its efficiency in Fallout Shelters of the com- 
munity. 


4. Radio by RACES—And radio students for transmission of mes- 
sages of Civil Defense. This unit of radio communications men 
have served many long hours of faithful service during Control 
Center CCX, hurricanes, disaster service, I express my gratitude 
to these men who gave so freely and sincerely of their time in 
the performance of duty. 


5. Transportation—Control of school buses, transportation of sup- 
plies, evacuation of school children and personnel in emergency. 


6. Auxiliary Fire— Would like to see volunteers for this branch of 
service respond, to build up an Emergency Fire fighting, and 
Rescue crew to assist regulars in time of need, under the direc- 
tion of the Fire Chief. 


7. Dept. of Public Works—Engineering, control of highways, Water 
Dept., sanitation, contamination, repair roads. 


8. Medical and Nursing—Need of medical and nursing personnel to 
form emergency unit is very much needed. Mrs. Eleanor J. 
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Stobbart, Nurse Officer of Franklin, with the assistance of Mrs. 
Shangrew and Mrs. Poellmitz deserve high praise for their devo- 
tion in giving churches, clubs instructions on Home Shelter and 
Preparedness Courses, and Disaster Medical Care classes, during 
1963 in Franklin and nearby towns. 


9. Radiac Officer and Monitors—Franklin is in very much need of a 
Radiac Officer to determine by instruments when safe to approach con- 
taminated areas. This year a course for Radiac Monitors was held at 
Civil Defense Headquarters in Milford High School. Fifteen persons 
have applied and eleven have passed the test and assigned to Shelter 
Stations and other locations in town. 


10. Education—In Franklin Schools there is in process to instruct 
children what to do in Civil Defense emergency. 


11. Industrial Facilities—Plans for survival of industries is being 
improved by Civil Defense to bring industries and personnel up to date 
on how to cope with a disaster or nuclear attack. 


12. Underwater Rescue—Team of men in underwater knowledge of 
Rescue. Approved by Massachusetts Civil Defense. 


This year 1963 Franklin establishments, buildings, schools, and 
churches, have been surveyed by Army Engineers for public 
shelters and is still continuing with hopes of finding spaces. The 
St. Mary’s School and Dean Academy have been selected with 
limited space capacities and have been stocked and supplied by 
Civil Defense. 


Last year during Alert Practice—Fire signals) and whistles, with 
wide building areas being buit in town signals do not reach out. I would 
like to suggest that the Town of Franklin is in need of an alerting signal 
or sirens located in various populated areas about Town to alert the 
public of impending dangers or disasters. 


This year the Franklin Civil Defense Plan—devised from the Massa- 
-chusetts Plan, was-prepared and completed for each unit of town de- 
partments to carry out their assigned duties in emergencies, in addition 
to the Federal Civil Defense Guide. This plan must be supported by the 
citizens of Franklin and Civil Defense to obtain State, or Federal Assis- 
tance. 


It is my pleasure to thank all officers, men and women, of every 
Town Department and unit forces for the wonderful co-operation rendered 
in Civil Defense in the year 1963, an agency in need of many volunteers 
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1963 


to train for survival to minimize the effects of an enemy attack or natur- 


al disaster. 


Training courses will be continued as units are formed on a volun- 


teer basis. Complete activities in detail reports.

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REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL AND DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The first few meetings of the Franklin Industrial Development Com- 
mission were largely taken up with discussions in regard to a brochure 
emphasizing the advantages to industry in locating in Franklin. In the 
meantime, during this period, we had a number of inquiries as to availa- 
ble land zoned for industrial use. It became readily apparent that land 
zoned for industry was scarce, and we had very little to offer prospec- 
tive clients, either in choice or size of location sites. As a result, noth- 
ing constructive could be achieved. 


At this point, the commission felt that it would be imprudent to go 
ahead with the brochure when we had practically no industrial land 
available. A decision was made to completely go over the zoning map 
of the Town of Franklin and select the areas as close as possible to the 
proposed Route 495 which would be highly desirable industrial land. 


After a careful survey, a very substantial acreage has been designa- 
ted as prime industrial land, and we have prepared for inclusion in the 
Annual Town Warrant several Articles relative to the rezoning of this 
acreage. It is essential that we have land properly zoned for industry, 
if we are to succeed in our efforts to attract desirable industries to 
Franklin. When we have zoned sufficient land for industry, we will then 
be in a position to pursue and attract new industries, as well as to offer 
expansion opportunities to established industries.

1963 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


| During the past year, all the Planning and Survey Work, needed to 
bring the Urban Renewal Plan to the point of readiness for presentation 
to the Town voters has been completed. 


Final Project Report, Part I of Application for Loan and Grant for 
the Horace Mann Project No. Mass. R-76 was filed with the United States 
Urban Renewal Administration, Housing and Home Finance Agency on 
December 17, 1963 for review and finial approval. 


The Plan calls for a total project cost of approximately 2%4 million 
dollars, of which the Federal Government will contribute three-fourths. 
The remaining one-fourth is the Local Share. The State will reimburse 
the Town with one-half of this amount. 


Progress has been expedited and administrative controls tightened 
by the hiring, in September of an Executive Director, Edmund V. Ma- 
loney, of Lexington, Massachusetts. 


An intensive public information campaign is underway to fully inform 
all residents, businessmen and public authorities on all phases of the 
Urban Renewal Program. This will include a comprehensive brochure 
to be sent to every Franklin family. 


Co-ordination has been ‘achieved with a fully organized Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee, the Board of Selectmen, Town Planning Board, all 
Town Department heads, the F.H.A., Small Business Administration, 
Public Housing Authorities, Area Redevelopment Administration, 
H.H.F.A. etc., to achieve all the objectives of the Urban Renewal and

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SUMMER RECREATION REPORT 


PART I 


The 1963 Franklin summer recreation program conducted at 
F.etcher Field ran for a period of 8 weeks, July 2 through August 23. 


Supervising Staff: 
Director: Mr. William Rex. 


Assistants: Mr. Robert Nigro, Miss Patricia McDonald, Miss Mari- 
iyn Longobardi. 


Transportation: 


A bus was utilized for transporting children to and from the play- 
ground. An average of 40 children rode the bus in the morning, and 70 
in the afternoon. 


Registration and Attendance:

Program: 


A program was planned with one or two feature events highlighting 
each week’s activities. The weekly cook-outs proved to be the most 
popular group activity. Other group events conducted were water- 
melon hunt, bubble gum contest, talent show, dress-up day, scavenger 
hunt, olympic games. 


Activities for Young Boys and Girls: 


Under the direction of Miss McDonald and Miss Longobardi, an 
extensive arts and crafts program was conducted each morning. The 
arts and crafts included weaving, leather work, plastics, shell work, 
and woodwork. 


The afternoon session found the young children enjoying the wad- 
Ing pool and taking part in organized games, such as kickball, check- 
ers, croquet, bingo, and singing. 
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Activities for Older Boys: 


The boys’ activities undey the direction of Robert Nigro were cen- 
tered around sports. The sports which proved to be most popular were: 
baseball, basketball, track, boxing, softball, shuffle board, and horse- 
shoes. The use of the diamond enabled competition with neighborhood 
playgrounds in baseball. A total of 12 baseball games were played with 
out-of-town teams. 


Tennis Program: 


The last four weeks of the summer program tennis lessons were 
offered to the children of Franklin. The tennis program was under the 
direction of tennis pro, Bernard Kaminski. Thirty (30) children tock 
advantage of his tennis instructions which were highlighted by a 
tournament conducted on the beginners’ and intermediate levels. 


Swimming: 


The wading pool was completely repaired before the start of the 
playground season and a chain link fence placed around the pool. This 
improvement to the playground allowed the young children to enjoy 
swimming daily under safe conditions. 


Summary: 


The 1963 summer recreational program conducted at Fletchers 
proved to be a successful one in terms of the number of children at- 
tending daily. The improvements made to the swimming pool coupled 
with the uniting efforts of the staff made the success possible. 


Recommended Actions: 
1. That the program in 1964 be continued at Fletcher Field. 


2 That the use of the bus to pick up children living great distances 
from the playground be retained. 


3. Wading pool be painted to maintain its present condition. 


4. The pool should be improved further as follows: 
A. Black top around the entire pool, up to the chain link fence. 
This will keep the pool clean while in use. 
B. Study the possibility of adding a filtering system to insure 
that the water will always be clean. This would save the use 
of large amounts of water in the long run. 


5. Horse shoe courts be constructed, which could be also used by 
adults during the summer evenings.

PART III—FRANKLIN SWIM PROGRAM 


The Franklin Swim Program was held for a period of six weeks, 
June 24 through August 2, 1963. This is a program that was fully sup- 
ported by the local chapter of the American Red Cross from 1933 
through 1962. The operation of the program remains the same, educa- 
tional. 


Knowledge and skill are the things which tend to eliminate danger 
in a recreational area most people enjoy during the summer months. 
Knowledge is gained by means of instruction and experience. Skill in 
aquatics is acquird through instruction and practice. 


The American Red Cross has developed an exact system of life 
saving techniques or skills, water safety information, methods of train- 
ing, and a system of certification that the Franklin Swim Program 
offers to any citizen of the Town of Franklin, regardless of age. 


The entire staff are fully certified Aquatic School Instructors whose 
main objective is to present a training program that will “‘waterproof’’ 
entire families.

Mimicry is one of the secrets of small-child learn- 
ing. Length of classes depend on weather, size of participating mem- 
bers, judgment of instructor. 


As skills are required students move to upper divisions.

Gentlemen: 


This is the ninth report of the Board of Public Works and is intended 
to acquaint all who read it with all the practical and some theoretical 
facts as to the true aspects involved in the operation of this rapidly 
expanding Department. As an introduction, it should be brought to the 
attention of all that Franklin, a rapidly expanding Town gradually 
regaining the vigor of its early development, is becoming a dynamic 
growth area and one of the fastest growing Towns in Massachusetts. 


This fantastic growth trend obviously has brought benefits to the 
Town: new shopping centers, home building boom, new industry, and 
an energetic and healthy influence of new business investment. It 
therefore follows that with this explosive growth, the community faces 
increased pressures including a wide range of municipal services for 
which your Department of Public Works is wholly responsible. It is of 
paramount importance that we go forward in an objective manner 
avoiding, if possible, mistakes made during the past and by learning 
from them planning prudently for the future. 


It is true that all the necessary objectives will not be accomplished

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
For the Town of Franklin—-December 31, 1963 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The breakdown of the 1963 appropriation will be found in the Auditor’s 
report. 


The folowing are the major changes occuring in 1963: 


There is a renewed emphasis to provide social services to applicants 
and recipients of all categories of assistance. During the past year, the 
staff attended a series of lectures sponsored by the State Department of 
Public Welfare relevant to the basic principles of social work. The course 
centered around problem areas such as Home-settings, Home-making, 
Physical and Mental Health, Education, Rehabilitation, Social Function- 
ing, and Parental Role Problems. 


In 1963 there was a 5.1% increase in the Assistance grants on each 
case on all categories. This is automatic as grants are to be adjusted 
by law when the ‘‘cost of living index’’ increases 5%. 


The title of ‘‘Aid to Dependent Children’’ is now ‘‘Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children.’’ 


In October of 1963 there was an additional increase of $1.00 for Lei- 
sure Time activities for Old Age Assistance recipients. 
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Another change was the elimination of the Lien requirement on Disa- 
bility Assistance. 


In December hospital per diem rates were increased 10.6%. The per 
diem rate for the Milford Hospital which services this town is now $27.25. 
When specialized service is needed, we are serviced by the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. The per diem rate for this hospital is now $40.79. 


A major change was the abolishment of settlement on Old Age As- 
sistance, and General Relief. This will go into effect January 1, 1964. 


In Old Age Assistance and Medical Assistance for the Aged, there was 
an increase in exemptions of single children of the recipients. 


We are fortunate to have obtained the services of Mrs. Joyce Paine 
on our Social Work staff, and Mrs. Rose Solbo on our clerical and fiscal 
staff. 


Our most pressing problem at this time is a need for additional space. 
Because of the nature of our work, recipients should be allowed complete 
privacy when being interviewed. At the present time this is not possible, 
however, it is hopeful a satisfactory solution to this problem will be 
reached in 1964. 


A detailed report of income and expenditures for the Welfare Depart- 
ment will be found in the Auditor’s report. 


The Welfare Board and Staff members wish to express their appre- 
ciation to the other Town Agencies and Departments, and to the Clergy, 
Court Officials, and Community Organizations for their continued co- 
operation.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby submits its annual report for the year 
1963. 


The detailed and comprehensive reports of our Superintendent of 
Schools, accompanied by the reports of our various school principals, 
attendance officer, director of administrative services, school nurses and 
doctors contain information that will enlighten our citizens in the prob- 
lems, conduct, financial operation and educational needs of the school 
system. Other reports from supervisors, directors, department heads, and 
teachers of special subjects are on file in the Superintendent’s office and 
may be seen there. 


Your Committee believes that the educational system of Franklin has 
been maintained and improved to a high degree of efficiency and that is 
due, not only to the ability and efforts of those in charge, but also to 
the spirit of cooperation manifested by the parents, teachers, pupils and 
the Parent-Teacher organization. 


Enrollment 


Our school population continues its rapid growth and the total en- 
rollment has reached 2,549, an increase of 236 over the previous year. 
Enrolled in the first six grades were 1,465 which was an increase of 148. 
All available elementary space was utilized. This included the auditorium 
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and basement room in the Theron Metcalf School, the multi-purpose room 
at the Parmenter School, and five classrooms in the Junior High School 
for elementary grades. 


Budget 


The cost of operating the schools for 1964 shows a normal increase 
of approximately ten percent. No general increases for teachers were 
included. Nearly all faculty members will receive added salary as re- 
quired by the 1963 salary schedule. Because of the continued upward 
surge in the school enrollment, six additional teachers will be required 
next year. 


Ungraded Primary 


Permission was granted to Mrs. Ostrander, Principal of the Parmen- 
ter School, to continue the ungraded primary experiment in the first two 
grades of the Parmenter School in the Language Arts area for the 1963- 
1964 school years. 


Elementary Developmental Education 


A class in elementary developmental education was established at 
the Parmenter School for slow learning and immature children. Fifteen 
pupils have benefitted from this class this year. 


Speech Therapist 


A part-time speech therapist was appointed to help children overcome 
speech defects. Mrs. Mary Voegtlin is the teacher. She is in Franklin 
one and one-half days a week. Because of the large number of speech 
problems, it will be necessary to increase the time to two full days a 
week in September, 1964. 


Part-Time Nurse 


Because of the great increase in school enrollment, it has become 
impossible for one school nurse to properly fulfill her duties and a part- 
time nurse was added to the staff in 1963. We must look forward to the 
time in the near future when two or more nurses will be necessary. 
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Americanization Classes 


A survey showed the need for Americanization classes and they were 
accordingly offered for the 1963-1964 school year. 


Director of Administrative Services 


A reorganization of the business management department of the 
school system was made in order that all purchasing and accounting 
practices would be the responsibility of a professional accountant. We are 
confident this will result in greater efficiency and savings in the financial 
operation of the school system. 


Low Achievers 


Special high school classes were created for low-achievers. Students 
who would only qualify for fifth grade reading or below were allowed to 
attend these classes. 


Woman Guidance Counselor 


With the opening of our new high school provisions were made for 
the creation of a guidance department. The need for a woman guidance 
counselor as well as a man was fully realized this year with the appoint- 
ment of a woman to the staff. 


Summer School ; 


Under the sponsorship of the Parent-Teacher Association, another 
very successful summer school was conducted. Enrolled were 193 stu- 
dents. Its purpose is to aid students having scholastic problems and it is 
self-supporting. Mr. Henri Beane is the director and the following subjects 
were offered with teachers indicated:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Franklin School Committee: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you and to the citizens of Franklin 
my tenth annual report concerning the public schools of the town. This 
is the seventy-third in the series of annual school reports. 


During 1963 Franklin schools continued population growth. Our Octo- 
ber first enrollment in 1962 was 2,311 in all schools. In 1963 the figure had 
grown to 2,534 by November 20th. It is desirable to use as late figures 
as possible in the interest of accuracy. Our population grows from week 
to week. 


New school building remains as the number one educational need of 
our town. Perhaps by the time this report is printed the people will have 
voted to erect an elementary school on the so-called Pond Street site. 
This is an absolute must if enough classroom space is to be provided. 


There have been a number of changes in personnel during 1963. Those 
teachers leaving Franklin were Thurlo Russell (on leave to continue his 
education), Millard D. Harrison, Winslow N. Weeks, N. Frederick Nash 
(on leave to continue his education), Edward J. Steele, Warren F. Griffin, 
Jr., Claire B. McCarthy, Mary K. Holdsworth, Joseph F. Arcudi, Edward 
F. Fitzgerald, Patricia L. Jack, James H. Sibson, Naomi A. Grossman, 
Constance E. Adams, Oliver W. Lessard, Joyce Z. Stiefel, Carolyn Levine, 
Carla S. Gifune, Robert E. Graham, Marjorie A. Ficco, Joan T. Noonan, 
Helen M. Speiler, Dolores A. Delaney.

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Edna B. McManus was transferred from Home Economics, High School, 
to Guidance Counselor, High School. There are now one hundred sixteen 
professional employees in the Franklin schools. 


This year, for the first time, the Franklin schools have the services 
of a Director of Administrative Services. Mr. Albert N. O’Brien started 
his duties on October 1, 1963. He is in charge of budgetary procedures, 
purchasing, and accounting. This service has long been needed in our 
school system. Mr. O’Brien has undertaken his duties with vigor, enthusi- 
asm, and understanding. I am sure he will prove to be a great asset to 
our schools. 


Our schools are operating at capacity plus at the present time. The 
only building which is not overcrowded is our new high school. As our 
enrollment figures above show, there are two hundred twenty-three more 
pupils in our schools this year than last year. Eighty-five of these are in 
the high school. One hundred thirty-eight, or four classrooms full, are in 
the lower grades. The result of these numbers is to add to to the size of 
our existing classes since no more rooms are available. Large classes 
mean inevitably a lessening in the efficiency of teaching and learning. 
To return to normal size classes and more effective teaching and learn- 
ing, we must have more classrooms. There are two ways this can be 
done. The first, and the usual way, is to erect a new building. Plans 
for this are already underway. It remains for the citizens to provide 
necessary funds. 


The second way is to use what is now more or less familiar to Frank- 
lin parents—the two platoon system. In this system schools are divided 
into two platoons, one morning and one afternoon group. In this way 
twice aS many students can use the same number of classrooms. The 
obvious drawback to the plan is the lessening of the time spent in school 
by pupils. Many of us feel that pupils are now in school for too short a 
time and that any curtailment of existing time would be a tragedy. There 
are other drawbacks to the two platoon system which make it my earnest 
hope that we will not have to return to this system again. 


The following part of the annual report is provided by principals, 
supervisors, and department heads in the schools. Credit for their fine 
reports is hereby extended to them. 
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HIGH SCHOOL 


School Plant and School Population. 


We are currently in our first year of normal operation at the new 
Franklin Senior High School. I am pleased to report at this time that our 
school plant is highly satisfactory in respect to all its facilities, and the 
School Building Committee is to be commended on its foresight in provid- 
ing us with such excellent facilities for implementing our curriculum. 
At the same time I would like to issue a sharp warning that, with our 
continuing exploding school population, we cannot afford to rest on our 
laurels and assume that the present happy circumstances will continue 
for an indefinite period of time. I repeat that this present relationship of 
facilities to school population is ideal, but that the condition can only 
be maintained if early preparations are considered for the expansion of 
the high school by no later than 1965. The actual school population as of 
November, 1963 was 720 students, broken down by classes as follows:

Preliminary work which has already been completed in regard to the 
school population for September 1964 indicates that with the students 
presently enrolled in grades 8 through 11 our school population as of 
September 1964, with all things remaining constant, will be 815. We must 
always keep in mind the four factors involved in effective school opera- 
tion; namely, population, facilities, staff, and curriculum, and an unusual 
change in any one of these factors affects the entire school population. 
We are at present operating with an excellent curriculum, but if there is 
a heavy increase in school population without a corresponding increase 
in staff and facilities then the curriculum must be curtailed. Under such 
circumstances the students are the ones who suffer. 


Curriculum. 


Franklin High School is a school offering general education, and is a 
member in good standing of the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools which is the main source of accreditation in the 
New England area. Our school curriculum, which operates under the

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philosophical rules and regulations of our School Committee, includes 
college preparatory work, regular and accelerated; business education; 
and general education. Approximately 50% of our students are involved 
at the college preparatory level, with the remaining 50% being fairly 
evenly distributed in business education and general education. 


Basic courses of study are tracke according to individual ability 
insofar as it is possible in relation to staff and facilities. Each one of 
our three major courses provides for constants (required courses) to- 
gether with an extensive list of variables (elected courses) for all students 
in all areas. The curriculum, we feel, provides for a variety of experience 
courses for all students while at the same time assuring that required 
courses are taken for future educational opportunities. It has been our 
policy, through an extensive testing program and on the basis of past 
accomplishments of students, to make definite recommendations to 
parents as to what courses should be taken by their children. We feel 
that this is a definite responsibility of administration. 


We do entertain recommendations by parents for changes in course 
of study, but are of the opinion that the parent must accept the responsi- 
bility to a certain degree if a change in course of study results in low 
achievement on the part of a student. In recent years there has been a 
tendency for extensive changes in course of study shortly after the 
beginning of the school year. It is the feeling of the administration that 
a more careful analysis, on the part of both parents and students, of the 
student program as prepared in the previous year is highly desirable. 
Therefore, steps will be initiated in September of 1964 to make it more 
difficult to change a student’s program. 


School Activities. 


In our new plant it has been possible to expand to a great extent the 
activities which are a part of every student’s life. At the present time we 
have in operation on a scheduled basis the following: Student Council, 
National Senior Honor Society, National Junior Honor Society, Dramatics 
Club, Camera Club, Commercial Club, Future Teachers of America, 
Future Nurses of America, Weightlifting Club, Band, Chorus, and Drill 


Team. 


In athletics we have varsity, junior varsity, and freshman teams 
competing in football, basketball, baseball; and varsity golf, track, and 
cross country. The girls’ program includes softball, field hockey, and 
basketball. At the present time, with the exception of varsity sports, our 
activities are carried on during an activity period during the school day. 
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Because of our extensive activities program, serious consideration is 
being given to having all activities except Band, Chorus, Drill Team, and 
Student Council carried out after school hours in the 1964-1965 session. 
Since we have a late bus available no bus students will suffer from this 
change. 


Our success in activities this year has been outstanding. Our baseball 
team won the Hockomock League title and went to the semi-finals in the 
state championships. Our basketball and football teams were highly 
representative in winning a majority of their games. Our cross country 
team in its first year of operation won 7 of 9 matches. Our girls’ field 
hockey team in its first year won 2 of 3 games. 


Our Dramatics Club was outstanding during the school year, and was 
host to one of the Massachusetts Drama Guild’s Festivals. Our Band and 
Drill Team have advanced rapidly during the past year, and there is 
every reason to believe that in the near future we will have outstanding 
representation in this area. The students and those responsible for these 
various activities are to be commended for the excellence of their efforts. 


School Evaluation. 


As a member in good standing of the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools certain responsibilities fall to us in order 
to maintain our membership. The most important responsibility in this 
area is the carrying out of a general school evaluation by a visiting com- 
mittee of educational experts provided by the association. At the present 
time we are preparing for our school evaiuation which will take place 
either in the fall of 1964 or the spring of 1965, depending upon the time 
schedule of the association. At the present time the faculty and adminis- 
tration of the High School are involved in an intensive self-evaluation of 
the school plant, its facilities, and its offerings. Upon the completion of 
the self-evaluation with its innumerable reports, the visiting evaluating 
team will come to Franklin for a period of three days and evaluate our 
school in relation to our own evaluation. The importance of such a study 
is obvious, and represents one of the most important functions of the 
school in relation to its membership in the association of approved high 
schools. The self-evaluation and the visiting team evaluation findings 
all become a matter of public record, and represent the best record of 
what your high school is doing. 
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School Guidance. 


The expansion of our Guidance Department with a full-time Guidance 
Director, Mr. Dilibero, and a full-time Guidance Counselor, Mrs. Mc- 
Manus, has made it possible for us to do much more in this area than we 
have ever done before. It has been a wise step in the right direction, and 
we think with the rapid increase in our student body in the near future 
it will be highly advisable to increase this staff further. Of particular 
importance in this area is the establishment of referral areas for unusual 
cases which increase as the student body increases. This guidance, it 
would seem, must in the future seep down into the lower areas in 
instances of unusual circumstances, such as retarded children, emotional 
disturbances, child blindness, deafness, and the physically handicapped. 
Furthermore, it would seem that the time has arrived for greater rapport 
between the guidance services offered by the schools and the social work 
being done by the town. It is my honest belief that this is one area where 
intensive research is needed at once. 


Class of 1963. 


It is very difficult, if not impossible, to establish any yardstick for 
measuring the success of any school, since so many intangible factors are 
always involved. The graduating class of any high school does, I believe, 
give some indication of what has been accomplished. The statistics of the 
Class of 1963 are as follows: 


In a graduating class of 105, 65% of the college preparatory students 
went on to four-year colleges; 54% of all of the students of the graduating 
class went on to further education of some kind. Thirty-nine members of 
the class went directly from high school into gainful employment with 
better than 80% of this number representing business course graduates 
whose excellent preparation in the business area made it possible for 
them to gain employment at once. 


The actual breakdown of the Class of 1963 was as follows: thirty-one 
members are now in attendance at fifteen different four-year colleges; 
nine members are attending junior colleges; ten members are attending 
advanced business schools; four members are attending two-year trade 
schools; three members have gone into the field of nursing; three mem- 
bers have gone into the service; two have married; two are taking post- 
graduate courses; thirty-nine are gainfully employed; two did not 
graduate. 
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At our graduation exercises over $4,000 in scholarship money was 
awarded locally. I should like to take this opportunity to express my 
heartfelt thanks to the Frances Eddy King Scholarship Fund, Inc., and 
its chairman, Mr. Arthur Pellegri, for the tremendous work they have 
done in this area. I should like also to express my sincere thanks to all 
of the organizations in Franklin who each year make scholarship money 
available to our students. I would especially like to thank the officers 
and the administration of Dean Junior College for their consideration, 
co-operation, and understanding in providing financial assistance for so 
many of our students. Their interest and cooperation represents one of 
our finest relationships. It is also worthy of mention, I believe, that close 
to $10,000 in scholarship awards was awarded at our graduation by 
schools of higher learning. 


Summer School. 


The Franklin Summer School, in its fourth year of operation, was 
again highly successful, providing excellent service for Franklin and for 
twelve area towns. The Summer School continues to grow each year, 
and whereas it has been highly successful under the PTA sponsorship, 
with School Committee approval, it is still my feeling that the school 
should be integrated as a regular part of the Franklin School system in 
order to make it more flexible in its operation and wider in its scope. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Enrollment. 


The enrollment this year has greatly increased due to the four addi- 
tional sixth grades housed in the building. At present every room in the 
school is occupied. 


The following table illustrates the distribution of pupils as of Octo- 
ber 1, 1963:

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This year, once again, there has been a minimum number of changes 
in the teaching staff. Seven teachers have been added to the staff; four 
because of increased enrollment and three to replace those who resigned 
at the close of school last year. Of the three teachers who resigned, one 
left to accept a position in another system, the other two to remain at 
home. 


Curriculum. 


The ever-changing needs and demands of our society require a con- 
stant reappraisal of our school program. Curriculum committees in Eng- 
lish, mathematics, science and social studies have been at work since 
April of last year evaluating the curriculum, reviewing textbooks, and 
appraising current trends, methods and practices in education. 


As a result of this work, Modern Mathematics has been introduced 
to some seventh and eighth grade students this year. By next year, it is 
expected that most of the students will be taking Modern Mathematics. 


A developmental reading program and a remedial reading program 
are also underway this year. As yet, results are inconclusive, but it is 
expected that improved reading skills and comprehension will result from 
these programs. 


The aims and objectives of the curriculum evaluation and revision 
are to better provide for the needs, interests, attitudes and abilities of all 
the pupils. 


School Plant. 


The general appearance and condition of the school building is good. 
During the summer, Mr. Dailey and Mr. Huntley painted sixteen class- 
rooms, the offices, teachers’ rooms and the toilet rooms on the third 
floor. New furniture in some of the classrooms has not only improved 
the appearance of the rooms, but added to the comfort and efficiency of 


the students.

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THERON METCALF SCHOOL 


The enrollment at this school was 383 on October 1, 1963. This was 
made up of 132 in four fourth grades, 216 in seven fifth grades, and 35 
in one sixth grade. The twelve classrooms include one in the auditorium 
and one in the former home economics room. 


All pupils are participating in the TV French and TV Science pro- 
grams. The French teacher from Junior High School has a French lesson 
in each class every two weeks. The sixth grade has bi-weekly instruction 
in natural science from an Audubon Society teacher. 


The cooperative teaching in the sixth grades in 1962-1963 was very 
successful. With only one sixth grade this year it was, of course, impos- 
sible to continue. 


The Science Fair conducted in the Spring was well received by the 
pupils, teachers and parents. We plan to make this an annual affair. 


Our assembly program has been curtailed because of the use of the 
auditorium as a classroom. Dramatics in the classroom has been empha- 
sized in order to offset this. 


Parents’ Day, held during American Education Week in November, 
was well worthwhile. A large percentage of the parents visited the 
school and had conferences with the teachers. 


A school library was started this year in a corner of the auditorium. 
More books are necessary to make this a useful addition to the school. 


HORACE MANN SCHOOL 


The total enrollment of this school is 253. Our school population con- 
tinues to grow. The overcrowding in some grades places a burden on the 
teachers and taxes our inadequate facilities to the utmost. 


Mrs. Sarah Russell and Miss Constance Kozimor are the two new 
members of our teaching staff. This year Mrs. Voetglin, a speech 
therapist, does corrective work with twelve of our students. 
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The ‘21’? Classroom’ produced by television station WGBH supple- 
ments and enriches our curriculum and classroom resources. Materials 
from the literature, phonics, Science, music, and French programs are 
used in the grades here. 


In March, Mr. George Woods addressed a fourth grade group. Town 
Government was his topic. Mr. Delorey gave a short talk on the United 
States Navy. 


Horace Mann Day was celebrated at this school in May. 


An Honor Award was presented to the Horace Mann School because 
of our success with the United States School Savings Program. Our total 
stamp sales for this year amounted to $1,002.80. 


American Education Week was observed here. Parent-teacher con- 
ferences were scheduled for November 15th. More than two-thirds of the 
total number of the parents visited school during the day. 


During the week, to mark the celebration of National Children’s Book 
Week, we had our annual book fair. The children and parents flocked 
to visit it. There were many delightful books and many books were 
purchased. 


At curriculum meetings we are exploring the mathematics field. Staff 
members are reviewing recently published books on this subject of mod- 
ern mathematics. We have asked advice and help from the specialists. 
Some of our teachers attended a workshop in mathematics conducted by 
Doctor Bernard Gundlach, one of the leading authorities on the new 
mathematics in the country. Professor David Cargill, Dean of Faculty 
at Dean Junior College and Chairman of Mathematics Science, addressed 
the teachers. His subject was ‘‘Modern Mathematics.” 


GERALD MURDOCK PARMENTER SCHOOL 


The Parmenter School is in its second year under the non-graded 
plan of organization. There has been one change, however. We now have 
a small class of fifteen children in the All Purpose room. The children 
have been chosen for this class because their teachers felt that they 
would benefit by the individual attention and extra time possible by 
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limiting the class to fifteen. Their teacher is Miss Priscilla Waterman. 
The remaining faculty members are: Mrs. Ruth Masi, Mrs. Eleanor 
Abrahamson, Miss Frances Scott, Mrs. Lucy Pasacane, and Mrs. Barbara 
Ray in the five first grades; Mrs. Helen Sciappucci, Miss Joan Fairbank, 
Mrs. Maybelle Pond, Mrs. Louise Hawkins, and Miss Mary Jo Cahill in 
the five second grades. Our enrollment this year is 350.

The daily schedule for all classes except Miss Waterman’s is as 
follows: (Miss Waterman’s class does not move to another teacher).

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The afternoon periods are flexible. Arithmetic, music, and handwrit- 
ing are taught every day. If a science or social studies lesson includes 
filmstrips or other teaching materials, it might take two or three periods, 
and last thirty to forty-five minutes. Then the next day that subject would 
be omitted to allow time for physical education or art which had been 
omitted the day before. 


Levels. 


The incoming first grade children are grouped according to results 
of the Metropolitan Readiness test, administered during the first two 
weeks of school. They are placed on levels 1, 2, 3, 4 or 5, according to 
their readiness to begin formal reading. The incoming second graders 
are grouped according to the Scott Foresman Reading Progress Report 
which indicates the child’s reading level in June and the books completed 
in his first year in school. They are placed on levels 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10, 
according to their reading level. Each teacher has a home room group, 
divided alphabetically. In the morning, these children leave her to go to 
their reading teacher, and return to her just before lench. She has them 
the rest of the day for all other subjects except the language arts. 


Monday Meetings. 


Each Monday afternoon, the teachers meet after school to compare 
groupings and discuss moving children from one level to another when 
they are ready. These weekly meetings make it possible for the teachers 
to work closely together. 


Curriculum Development. 


Last year, 1962-1963, the teachers at Parmenter began working on a 
course of study in science for the primary grades. The reason for this 
project was that the teachers felt that, although science was being taught 
in the early grades, it was limited in scope and concentrated mostly 
on the seasons and nature study. Modern media of communication, espe- 
cially TV, expose children to the vocabulary and concepts of science ata 
much higher level of maturity than ever before, and we think we should 
capitalize on this wider experience of the children of today. We are 
working on five units: 


Plant and Animal Life 

Physical and Chemical Change—Energy 
Simple Machines 

Weather and Climate 

Solar System and Space

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Parent-Teacher Conferences. 


In November 1963, during American Education Week, the teachers 
held parent-teacher conferences, when the parents were invited to come 
to school for a ten or fifteen minute conference with their children’s 
reading teacher. The response was very gratifying—225 parents came 
to school on Visiting Day. We were pleased that a large number of fathers 
came to school, indicating their interest in their children’s progress. 


There are on file in the Superintendent’s office reports on music, 
art, handwriting, high school English, business education, industrial arts, 
science and audio-visual aids, home economics, physical education, high 
school social studies, high school mathematics, foreign languages, as 
well as athletics, school lunch, driver training, guidance, library, drama, 
and evening courses. Since these reports are somewhat technical in 
nature and in the interest of conserving space in this report, they are 
omitted. Anyone interested in a particular report may read it in full at 
the Superintendent’s office. 


Conclusion 


Franklin schools are operating efficiently. We are conscientiously 
striving to improve each year. Our school budget shows an increase for 
1964 of about ten percent. Our school population shows an increase of 


about the same percentage. This trend will continue for some time, in 
my opinion. 


As America looks forward to a future which will bring bigger and 
better things to its people, I firmly believe that Franklin may look for- 
ward with confidence to its expanded educational system.

The financial operation of the school system is the major area of 
the responsibility of the director, including budgetary procedures, finan- 
cial reports and the preparation of statistics. He will be responsible for 
purchasing all necessary supplies and equipment both educational and 
maintenance. He will supervise the maintenance and operation of all 
school buildings, the cafeteria program, and all procedures covering child 
accounting. He will be responsible for the school transportation program 
and for the various business functions of the School Department, includ- 
ing payrolls, accounting, monthly vouchers, inventories, and all reports 
required in this area.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Dear Sir: 


The following is a combined report of the school physicians and 
school nurses. 


The enrollment in the Franklin schools is increasing daily. With our 
limited staff we are endeavoring to complete the following schedule of 
physical examinations: 

1. Examine all pre-school children and new first graders, including 
those who did not attend our clinics. 

2. All children in grades four, seven, and ten. 

3. All children participating in competitive sports. 
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Listed below are the clinics which have been held during the past 
year plus the number participating: 


1. D. T. Clinic—160 boosters (10 series). 

2. Polio Sabin—1,100 children received the complete series. 

3. Pre-School Clinics—9 were held and 190 children examined. 
4 


Physical Examinations—770 children were examined, including 
pre-school children and students in competitive sports. 


In the physical examinations, 98 defects were found and reported to 
parents. Certificates stating that the defects had been corrected were 
received from 74 families. At the present time vision and hearing tests 
are being done. 


First aid is given whenever necessary. The school nurse will admin- 
ister first aid, then call the parent or guardian and explain the nature 
of the accident oy illness. It is then the responsibility of the parent to 
provide further treatment for the child if it is necessary. It is empha- 
sized here that the nurses are not responsible for injuries which occur 
outside of school and should not be asked to treat injuries of this nature. 
Parents, also, should not consider the school nurses as a means of 
transportation. School nurses, of course, will transport the children in an 
emergency, but here again it is the responsibility of the parents to see 
that the child is transported home. 


The school physicians, in addition to examining the school children, 
give examinations for school and work certificates. They also cover 
football games. 


The school nurses are an integral part of the school system. They 
act in many situations as the liaison person between the home and the 
school. We cannot function unless we have the cooperation of the entire 
School Department. 


We, the members of the School Health Department, wish to thank 
Mr. Thomas and all school personnel for their cooperation during the 
past year.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin in the County of 


Norfolk. 


Greeting: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said Town 
of Franklin to assemble in the new High School, Oak Street, on Tuesday, 
the Tenth day of March, A. D., 1964, it being the second Tuesday of 
March at six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until eight 
o’clock in the evening then and there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, a Town Treasurer, a Town Auditor, a Collector of Taxes, 
three Selectmen and three Members of the ‘Board of Public Welfare, all 
for the term of one year; one Member of the Board of Public Works (to 
fill an unexpired term) for the term of two years; one member of the 
Board of Assessors, one Member of the Board of Public Health, one 
Member of the Board of Public Works and one Member of the School 
Committee, all for the term of three years; one Member of the Planning 
Board, one Member of the Housing Authority and one Member of the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority, all for the term of five years. 


Also on the same ballot to vote on the following question: 


Question 


‘Shall the Town extend contributory group hospital, surgical, 
medical insurance to elderly persons retired from the service of 
the town and to their dependents with fifty per cent of the 
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premium cost and a portion of the administrative expense to be 
paid by the town?’’ 
Yes. No. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees and 
act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, begin- 
ning January 1, 1964, and to issue a note or notes therefor payable within 
one year and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For general government, including the Compensation and expen- 
ses of the Selectmen, Auditor, Moderator, Collector of Taxes, Treasurer, 
Assessors of Taxes, Town Clerk, Elections and Registration, Dog Officer, 
Planning Board, Advisory Board, Field Driver, Town Hall, Town Counsel, 
Building Inspector, Wire Inspector, Gas Inspector and other finance 
accounts. 


2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including the payment 
of Police, Auxiliary Police, Bicycle Registration, Support of Fire Depart- 
ment, Sealing of Weights and Measures and for Prevention and Suppres- 
sion of Forest Fires and Civil Defense. 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board of 
Health, Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provisions and 
Inspection of School Children. 


4. For the Department of Public Works, including Administration 
and Clerical; Engineering; Labor, Supervision and Maintenance; Pest 
Control; Snow Removal; Swimming Pool Maintenance. 


5. For Street Lighting, Union Street Cemetery, Recreation and Rec- 
reational Facilities of the Town including the Lifeguards for the Swim- 
ming Pool. 

6. For Public Welfare, Welfare Administration and Welfare 
Assistance. 
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7. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ Burials. 
8. For education, including all expenses of the School Committee. 
9. For the Franklin Public Library. 


10. For the various Insurance Accounts, including Fire Insurance, 
Fleet Fire and Theft, Fleet Liability and Property Damage, Workmen’s 
Compensation, and Group Life and Hospitalization. 


11. For unclassified accounts, including Ambulance Maintenance, 
the Decoration of Soldiers’ Graves, Industrial and Development Com- 
mission, Urban Redevelopment Authority, Printing and Distribution of 
the Town Reports, for the Town’s share of cost of Maintenance of 
Norfolk County Retirement System, Foreclosure of Tax Liens, and also 
for Rent of Quarters for the Veterans of Foreign Wars, Disabled Ameri- 
can Veterans and American Legion. 


12. For the Payment of Interest on Town Debts. 
13. For the Payment of Municipal Indebtedness. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Helen A. Ward Fund for the care of the Ward Cemetery Lot at the City 
Mills Cemetery, to be expended under the direction of the Board of 
Public Works, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) (Amount 
of Interest: $3.96) 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Lucretia Pond Fund for the care of Town Cemeteries to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Public Works, or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Selectmen) (Amount of Interest: $39.59) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for a Special Reserve Fund to be used for extraordinary 
or unforeseen expenses, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) to purchase eyeglasses and spec- 
tacles for children under eighteen years of age and whose parents or 
guardians are financially unable to provide them, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the Selectmen, as provided for in 
amendment to Section V, Chapter 40 of the General Laws, or do anything 
relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the amount of 
Five Thousand Sixty-two Dollars and Forty-five Cents ($5,062.45) from 
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the Road Machinery Fund to the Road Machinery Account, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. (By Board of Public Works) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Dog 
License money received for the present year for the support of the Schools 
or Public Library, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 
(Amount: $936.66) 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds a sum of money for the use and main- 
tenance of the Town Dump, said sums to be expended under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen; and authorize the Selectmen to execute a 
lease or contract with the owner of said dump property for a period of 
one year, subject to the approval of the Town Counsel, or take any other 
action relative thereto.
